THE RAILWAY AND SENATOR 
MA CD ON A L D. 



Tho rejoinder of Senator Macdonald 
on the Railway question will bo found 
in this issue. Mr. Macdonald dis- 
cusses the various points with calmness 
and dignity, and by the use of well- 
chosen language demonstrates that it is 
possible to conduct a discussion on pub- 
lic matters without a resort to person- 
alities or inuendoes. Mr. Macdonald's 
good example is recommended to other 
of our public men. We do our corres- 
pondent but scanty justice when we say 
that British Columbia's claims were ever 
fairly, earnestly, sensibly and consist- 
ently urged upon the notice of the Do- 
minion Government by him at Ottawa. 
At the Federal Capital he was always 
found unwavering in hisadvocacy of the 
rights of the Province, and has, to our 
certain knowledge, on more than one 
occasion, sacrificed his own convenience 
and private interests to his zeal in be- 
half of the Province ho so well rep- 
resents. Having said this much we 
cannot help expressing surprise that he 
is found to-day, not exactly advocating, 
but prepared to condone, "further delay 
in the commencement of railway work 
in the Province. While admitting that 
the "country cannot well afford to 
wait," he says, "the force of circum- 
stances may compel us to wait." He 
then proceeds to say: "In my last 
speech at Ottawa I pointed out that 
while the Pine River Pass was being 
surveyed construction could be pro- 
ceeded with at once from Bute to Port 
George " ' 

But does not Mr. Macdonald see 
that "his last speccli at Ottawa" is 
rather contradictory. The object of a 
survey of Pine River Pass would be to 
demonstrate the practicability of the 
Bute Inlet route. Would it not place 
the Government at Ottawa in a strange 
position if they were to commence the 
work of construction at Bute Inlet be- 
fore they had ascertained the practica- 
bility of the pass indicated? Let us 
suppose construction via Bute well un- 
derwoigh at the end of two years, and 
that then the surveyors were to return 
and report the Pino River Pass an im- 
practicability — what would Mr. Mac- 
donald do then? Tear up 
the rails already laid down and 
remove them to some more 
favored locality, or continue to 
build tho line until an impassable 
barrier wero encountered at the foot of 
the Rocky Mountains? Would it not 
ba far better for the country, and cause 
the pulse of commerce and indusrty to 
beat with renewed life as the result of 
the expenditures of Federal monies with- 
in theProvince, if, while Pine River Pass 
was undergoing examination, work 
should be commenced on a section of 
road that, no matter which route on 
the Mainland may be finally followed, 
would lead to tho terminus that Na- 
ture with an unerring finger points our? 
We mean the construction of the rail- 
way from Esquimalt to Nanaimo. 
This line is indispensable. It was pro- 
mised by Mr. Mackenzie, was suggest- 
ed by Lord Carnarvon in histermsand 
accepted by the Dominion and Provin- 
cial Governments in 1874. At this 
moment there stands on the journals of 
tho House a resolution that conveys a 
threat of Secession if the terms arrang- 
ed by Lord Carnarvon are not in 
course of fulfilment before the first of 
May, and although Mr. Macdonald — 
further on in his letter — seems to think 
that the people of British Columbia 
will accede willingly to Sir John Mac- 
donald the privilege of delay that it 
would never haveyiekledby force to Mr. 
Mackenzie, we are inclined to think 
that ho will find himself much mistak- 
en. It has been even stated by Mr. 
DeCobmos in his paper that "Sir John i3 
pledged to advocate the accession of Brit- 
ish Columbia from the Confederation," 
unless railway work in accordance with 
tho Carnarvon Terms shall have been 
commenced on or before the 1st of May 
next. What has Mr. Macdonald,w1io 
is willing to wait two years longer for 
the commencement of railway construc- 
tion, to say to that ? and why does 
he assume that tho Island road is "a 
branch line" and then almost in the 
same breath assert that he advocated 
in the Senate the construction of the 
railway via Bute Inlet while Pine 
River Pass was being surveyed? Surely 
tho most lukewarm advocate of tho 
Carnarvon Terms will not assert that 
an Island railway would be a branch 
line. We contend that it ivould be as 
much part of the main line as 
a road carried through Bute Inlet would 
be. Tho maps of a critical construction 
survey are in the hands of the Ottawa 
Government, and there exists no reas- 
on (unless it be want of funds) why 
construction should not be going on 
there while the survey of Pino River 
Pass was underweigh. If not, where 
else shall construction go on during the 
ensuiug two years? Does Senator Mac- 
donald say, nowhere, until the main line 
shall have been selected, and then only 
on tho main line? We say build the 
Island line — while Pino River Pass is 
in course of examination — and to pre- 
vent the money expended in railway 
construction being sent out of the coun- 
try to purchase flour and other neces- 
saries, construct a line of railway from 
Yale to Savona and open the markets of 
tho seaboard to producers of the in- 
terior. Mr. Macdonald can afford to 
wait two years for construction to be- 
gin. But a large majority of the popu- 
lation feel that further delay will be 
dangerous if not disastrous. There are 
many other points in the Senator's 
letter upon which we should like to 
touch; but time and space are limited, 
and we reluctantly dismiss the subject 
for the pre sent. C.

On Friday afternoon a Chinaman was 
killed on the track of the Wellington 
colliery The deceased was on board the 
coal cars, which were thrown from tho 
track by several rails falling across the ; 
line, lie was terribly crushed and bruis- ! 
ed, and in spite of all medical efforts died 
shortly after tho accident.

Tho Court met at 10 a. m. and the case 
of Robert Smith, arraigned on an indict- 
ment for obtaining money , with intent to 
defraud, camo up for hearing. 

Mr. Theo. Davie appeared for the de- 
fence and put in a demurrer on tho 
ground that there was a flaw in tho in- 
dictment. 

Mr. McCreight replied for the Crown 
and His Lordship overruled tho objection. 

A jury, with Mr. Tilbury as foreman, 
was then empanelled and Mr. McCreight 
briefly explained the circumstances con- 
nected with the case, stating that it was 
alleged the defendant last summer obtain- 
ed several sums of money from Indians- 
friends of Toby and Jacob who had re- 
cently been tried for murder— on tho pre- 
tense that he would appear for them dur- 
ing their trial. The defendant of course 
could not appear in the Supremo Court as 
a lawyer, having no such s(<i{nsthoro. The 
learned counsel then proceeded to call 
witnesses for tho prosecution. 

Sbuloof, an Indian woman, deposed 
that in July last she received alctterfrcun 
her husband Toby which was handed and 
read to her at Nitinat by a priest who 
brought it from Victoria; tho purport 
the letter was explained by the priest who 
said that it was from her husband wbo 
was to be tried for murder, telling her to 
send money down so that lawyers might 
bo employed; she came down to Victoria 
and showed the letter to "Mac" (Mr. Me- 
Toirnan); she paid §30 to the defendant; 
afterwards spoke to dipt. Laughton wh 
told her that she had paid defendant too 
much as he was "cultus" and could not 
"skokrm wawa;'' she paid defendant the 
nionoy for him to appear at the Supreme 
court to defend Toby when he was placed 
on his trial for murder, Toby being 
husband; besides tho §30 she also paid de- 
fendant §14; she was in Court when Toby 
was tried, but neither defendant nor any 
one else that she knew of spoke on his 
behalf. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
T. Davie at some length and admitted that 
the money was paid defendant on the con- 
dition that he would procure counsel for 
the defense of Toby. 

Jack, an Indian, son of Toby, testified 
to paying the defendant the sum of §50 
for him to appear and defend his father 
before the Supremo Court. 

Cross-examined—Cannot speak Chin- 
ook; do not understand Chinook; defend- 
ant spoke in Chinook; an Indian called 
Tooka-man interpreted. 

Thomas Laighton deposed to having re- 
ceived a letter from Capt. Spring (Mr. 
Davie, defendant's counsel admitted that 
lettor was written and sent by defendant 
on Toby's behalf.) Witness oxplainod 
tho contents of tho loiter to the Indians. 

Cross-examined by Mr Davie— -I told 
Shooloof that defendant could do no 
more than lie had done. Understand the 
statm of a barrister; knew that the de- 
fendant was not one and could only plead 
in the Police Court and not in the Su- 
preme Court; explained this to the In- 
dians; they perfectly understood me; 1 
talk a mixture of Chinook and Indian; 
IJavo been among the Indians sipco 1854. 

Mary, a Fort Rupert Indian, deposed 
that she waited on defendant with Shoo- 
looth and acted as interpreter; defendant 
said that lie would plead liofero tbc Su- 
premo Court for Toby, 

Cross-examined— Can only speak Eng- 
lish, Chinook and Fort Rupert language. 
Do not understand Shoolooth'a language.

Editou Colonist:— Whether your 
ideas or mine -will find most favor with 
the people of tho Province, I presume 
it will do no harm to discuss the Rail- 
way question in a dispassionate and 
temperate manner. Your criticism on 
my letter on Thurday does not touch 
my argument against tho pernicious 
principle of compensation to one sec- 
tion of tho country for railway con- 
struction in another, nor do you touch 
my assertion as to the inability of the 
Dominion Government to construct the 
main line as well as 200 miles of 
branch lines. You are discussing the 
question on thegrouiuls of expediency — 
on local and provincial grounds— for- 
eign to the terms of Confederation as 
well as to tho ideas which first led to 
the Pacific Railway being considered a 
necessity; whereas I am considering 
this question in its national and inter- 
provincial aspect, and as it is consid- 
ered by the peoplo and statesmen of 
the Dominion. The gist of your ar- 
guments amount to this: because trade 
is dull and tho farmers have a limited 
market, and no facilities for transport- 
ing their produce to such markets as 
there are, and because th» country can- 
not a fib rd to wait for two years longer 
without disastrous efl'ects, therefore 200 
miles of railway should bo built to 
remedy those evils. Whilst I fully 
sympathize with tho traders and farm- 
ers under tho present depressed con- 
dition of affairs, and whilst willing to 
adopt some expedient for their relief, 
at the same timo I could not give ray 
approval to any .scheme that would in- 
terfere with the earliest possible con- 
struction of the main line. 

Having said this much I will now 
endeavor to answer your questions in 
the order in which thoy como; although 
they do not affect the position taken by 
me in my first letter, yet they are of 
importance provinciallv. 

I am to ask myself first— Whether 
the country can afford to wait two 
years while Pino river Pass is in course 
of survey 1 1 say that the country 
cannot well afford to wait; delays will 
bear hcav ily on some, but the force of 
circumstances may compel us to wait; 
I will further say that no one has dope 
more to press on railway construction 
than I have— from 18711 to the present 
time— on the floor of tho Senate, in 
minister's ollices, and by private letters 
to persons in authority, I have advo- 
cated this one thing, and in my last 
speech at Ottawa I pointed out that 
while the Pine Paver Pass was being 
surveyed construction could be proceed- 
ed with at once from Bute to Fort 
George, that line being located, The 
second question you ask is — ^'Whether, 
supposing tho Island line to bo begun 
it would bo most desirablo to. have the 
bulk of the monies expended within 
! our borders or sent abroad to enrich a 
I foreign country!"

this intentionally, although in your zeal 
to cheer the drooping .spirits of the 
Mainlanuers, you have done it unin- 
tentionally. You say "it is now believed 
(by nearly all Islanders at least) that 
whether the overland lino .should first 
strikesalt water at Burrard Inlet or Bute 
the terminus must ultimately be at Es- 
quimau." I think you will find that few 
Islanders have the wool pulled over 
their eyes to such an extent as to be- 
lieve that. Esquinialt will always com- 
mand a certain amount of trade, and it 
stands this day upon the minute book 
of the Dominion Cabinet as the West- 
ern terminus of Pacific railway, and 
with the promise of the Government, 
guaranteed by England, that a railway 
shall be built from there to Nanaimo. 
These facts ought to insure construc- 
tion before any other portion of the 
Pacigc railway, but notwithstanding all 
this, should the lino not come by Bute, 
Comox and Nanaimo to Esquinialt, tho 
terminus might as well he declared on 
paper to be in the moon as there. 

You say that I have reduced the 
railway question to tho low plane of 
individualism. In trying to illustrate 
your ideas I had to reduco tho question 
to a reasonable deduction; but I con- 
tend that I place tho matter in a much 
more elevated stand than you do. I 
demand a through trans-continental 
lino in accordance with the treaty en- 
tered into with Canada; whilst you are 
willing to accept a very doubtful half 
loaf — sectional railway with sectional 
interests to suit present emergencies. 
With regard to the threat of the Local 
Government to secede under certain 
conditions, I answer that circumstances 
alter cases. When that resolution was 
passed a Government was in office 
many of whose members were in an- 
tagonism to the welfare of British 
Columbia on railway matters; but 
now the fathers of Confederation are 
in power, and so far as they can will 
take care of their own offspring. And 
I feel convinced that the people and 
the Government will readily nllow 
them reasonable time in which to ar- 
rive at a wise solution of the railway 
question. 

You say that "I plead for time for 
tho Government, and that this would 
indicate that I am preparing the pub- 
lic mind for a great disappointment." 
I say that I am not behind the scenes. 
I plead for no Government, nor have I 
had communication with them on rail- 
way matters. What was uppermost in 
my mind when I wrote my first letter 
was that I, in common with many 
others, was apprehensive lest Sir

INDIA. 

London, Dec. 0. — A Lahore corres- 
pondent says that Gen. Roberta will prob- 
ably winter on the heights cast of Pciwar 
Pass. His victory detaches thirty thous- 
and non-orthodox Musselmans from the 
Ameeis's authority. According to private 
information these Musselmans are al- 
ready sending levies into tho British 
camp.

entrance examination j looal purposes; such an idea is entirely 
foreign to the larger idea of an inter- 
national highway. 

In my opinion the Province, is entitl- 
ed to oouipe-nnatton for nonfulfilment of 
the railway contract— a claim which I 
am not willing to forego excepting for 
tangible and substantial co.\^;ider«tion. 

You must have lost tho pith of your 
argument when you ask if I proposo to 
forego claims to compensation in con- 
sideration of two years being spent in 
the survey of Pine Eivey Pass, or do I 
propose ftn.Othep loan from Canada to 
get us further in tho toils of a money 
obligation?" The first part of the ques- 
tion is really silly, and must ba.vo been 
a slip of the pen." Nevertheless I will 
ansvyer it. We have all along been 
contending for compensation for delays, 
so that two years more spent in s.urvsys 
will augment instead oc, diminishing 
such claims. I am opposed to borrow- 
ing from any source, and I am exceed- 
ingly glad to be able to stato that the 
present Provincial Minister o? Finance, 
in answer to. a question put to him by 
me, sr.id '(that he was trying very hard 
to bring "the expenditure within the 
revenue, and that he hoped to be able 
to accomplish that before long." 

You object to my callingtheNanaimo 
and Yale-Savona railways "branches," 
Considering that at present they are 
atrial, I think it matters little what we 
I call them. They are as much branches 
as anything else. It is true that when 
the Yale-Savona line is built it will 
neither be as a colonization nor branch 
railway, but as part of the Pacific rail- 
way. If the Dominion Government 
build 130 miles of railway of the most 
difficult and expensive character in a 
distance of 2,000 miles, what is the 
natural conclusion to come to] That 
it is, in fact, a part of the main line, 
and whoever advocates this branch, ad- 
vocates the Fraser River route. I 
don't pretend to say that you would do 



fer or not, The Local Glovcrninent 
cannot make any arrangement which 
would jeopardize the main line, nor 
can the Dominion Government afford 
to take from it such a sum as you men- 
tion. 

In concluding, you say, "Perhaps like 
a certain modern warrior, he fights for 
an idea^ and is willing to let realities 
slip by unimproved. ' I light fin- the 
Pacific Railway, and to counteract 
your ideas because they are erooeous, 
and because what you call realities are 
not yet proved so. 

X^OW I. will ask you a question, and first 
of all I will assume that our desire is 
to secure. a common object, viz: the 
construction of tho Pacific Railway, 
and that whatever checked the progress 
of that work would be detrimental to 
tho interests of the country, 

"Which would cause tho greatest de- 
lay in the construction of the main 
lino within the Province — two years' 
survey of Pine Pass or the building of 
200 miles of railway oil' the main line at 
a cost of §10,000,000. The answer to 
most people avill bo very plain. The 
survey means two yoars' delay; but not 
nuco&aarily so, whereas construction of 
those branches would most likely cause 
long and fatal delays. 

I wish to ask, also, who, tire the real 
stagnationists') Who used all their 
eft'artb to defeat the Esquinialt and Na- 
naimo Railway Bill! Who demanded 
surveys of the Fraser VaUey at a time 
when the Bute Inlet route was almost 
finally adopted, thereby delaying con- 
struction 1 The members for Yale and 
Westminster havo to answer for these 
With regard to, compensation for 



would soon be recognised as one of the 
most influential positions in the British 
dominions. lie expressed tho opinion 
that the results of tho victory of General 
Roberts in Afghanistan would bo spoedy 
and satisfactory. He believed the most 
of tho commercial depression was over 
and expected that in a year the position 
of affairs would be very different. He ad- 
ded, in reference to business prospects, 
that the recent words of the President of 
the Cnited States, coining from such a 
subject, cannot be treated with 
too much consideration.
